The captain's opinion was, that, a-| 
vailing themselves of the moon-light, 
they should hold on their course, and 
anchor in ‘Tombeau Bay — a creek on 
the west side of the island, a little on 
the north of Port Louis, where vessels 
occasionally come to, to await the 
dawn. ‘The first lieutenant, M.Mallet, 
differed from the captain. He thought 
that the crew, weakened as it was, 
would not be able to weigh the anchor, 
if it were once let go; and that, there- 
fore, it would be more advisable to lie 
to, till daybreak should enable them 
safely to pass between Flat Island and 
the main. M. Lair, the second officer, 
was also of this opinion ; he stated that 
he was well acquainted with these seas, 
and that there would be no danger in 
lying to for the night under such sail 
as they had then set.

There are, be- 
tween the island and the main, shallow 
banks of coral and sand, intersected by 
narrow dangerous channels.

Inspiration teaches us that civil gorern-

When this fear is removed, desperate crim- 
inals become reckless, and it is ‘oo much to 
ask our prison keepers to become their guard- 
ians. 

It was the remark of a greatand wise judge 
that in certain cases, lenity to the criminal, 
became cruelty to the innocent. The awful 
instances of depravity in every department of 
crime the past yeur, assuredly do not indicate 
that we have no longer need of stringent laws 
to arrest its progress. Most certainly capital 
punishment was sanctioned by the highest 
authority under the Theocracy of the Hebrew 
nation; and under the gospel dispensation 
we are taught that civil government is or- 
dained of God, and that the magistrate bear- 
eth not the sword in vain. *‘He is the minis- 
ter of God, revenger to execute wrath upon 
him that docth evil."’ It does

None of that uncomfort- 
able, raw,suicidal weather so common in New 
England, I have experienced more bitterly 
that winter was in and around and (through 
me, with the mercury at zero, in the state of 
Maine, than I do here with a temperature 15 
or 20 degrees coider. And this is why we 
have much less of lung complaints in this re- 
gion than you have in the east. Itis not so 
much the degree of temperature, as the quality 
of the atmosphere.
